Even though the state board of tax 
commissioners should fix the 1924

The county tax rate was reduced 
for next year from sixteen to eleven 
cents and

ten cents, making a combine?! re­ 
duction of seven cents, which would 
more than offset an increase of six 
ents in the state tax rate. 
Therefore, it is pointed 
out,

Hush county taxpayers are compell 
ed to pay aiiv more taxes next year 
it w ill be due to increases by their 
own local taxing officers, such as the 
town-hip advisory hoard and the 
school corporations. 
If the state rate is put at 33 eents 
for next year, 
the Rushville city 
rate will doubtless be higher because 
the city council raised the city levy 
for next year from 70 to 80 cents. 
Pari of this increase will be taken 
care of by a reduction of six cents 
in the gravel road bonds and inter- 
st levy in Rushville township. 
Advrees from Indianapolis are to 
the effect that an increase 
in

state, rate, which is now 27 cents, is 
dmost certain. 
The amount of th 
increase will depend upon the 
at­ 
titude of members of the state tax 
board, Governor MgCrav and State 
Auditor Bracken, who have to work 
out the problem of fixing a levy which 
will meet the financial requirements 
of the state. 
Faced with the necessity of estab­

say. 
If only a nominal increase is

Governor McCray, 
it is said, does nf*t favor a radical 
increase in the levy this year. State 
Auditor Bracken, a democratic of­ 
ficial, however, 
is said to be

sisting on a substantial increase in
